REMARKS 



Claims 21-37 are pending in this application. By this Amendment, claims 24 and claims 
26-28 have been amended, and claims 29-47 have been added. 

Claim 24 has been amended to include an "other event or activity" in addition to an 
athletic contest in which a human may participate. 

Claim 26 has been amended to specify that the previously claimed "shape of a sports 
apparel or equipment manufacturer's or distributor's logo" can also be as "part of the shape, or 
as the shape or shapes, " a sports apparel or equipment manufacturer's or distributor's logo. 
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
